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Fund Hard To Obtain 


The safeguards thrown up by state law and town by- 
laws against willful expenditures of municipal funds was 
amply demonstrated last week, 

Officials were exploring every possible method which 
might be used to assure the Allied Chemical Co. of a 
water extension along Dascomb rd., at a cost of about 


$30,000. 


But at every turning, they met the stone wall of legal 
devices set up to assure the voters that only they, at town 
meeting, can appropriate or allocate funds. 

The reserve fund could not be tapped; the money appro- 
priated for water extension had been carefully earmarked 
for specific jobs, and could not be diverted; the stabiliza- 
tion fund, now holding $100,000, was unavailable. 

Only a vote of town meeting, it seems, can free the 
necessary money for such a project. 

While it may seem cumbersome, even frustrating at 
times, such a legal barrier may be a good thing. Most 
voters might have approved this specific project; the next 
one, however, might not meet their approval. Imagine the 
complaints, should town officials spend funds that were, 
for example, allocated by a prior town meeting for another 
project, even of similar nature. 

The only way to have money available for projects that 
arise between town meetings is to deliberately create a 
fund, for use at the discretion of the Selectmen and 


Finance Committee. 


Whether or not the voters will buy this sort of fund, 
whatever the reasons for it, is doubtful, however. There’s 
Strong sentiment in favor of town meeting control over 
specific jobs regardless of in-between needs such as this 


one, 


How To Lose Elections 


The Republican Town Committee has shattered prece- 
dent locally by voting to endorse a candidate for a 


partisan office, 


In times past, the Committee has worked for the GOP 
nominees but has not endorsed a candidate for nomination, 
Of course, many individuals, although they hold member- 
ship onthe Committee, have worked for candidates freely, 


but as individuals only. 


It seems possible that this new action may, rather than 
produce an abundance of Support, result in a feud of long 
duration. This would work to the opposite purpose of the 
one the Committee hopes to attain — winning candidates, 

The position of neutrality by the Town Committees of 
both parties, throughout the pre-primary period, has 
seemed best to many seasoned politicians. Most feel that 
it is too difficult, if the Committee's endorsee fails to 
make it, for the Committee to flip over a new page and 
Support the nominee, whom they have only recently 
opposed, This may be theoretically possible, but is un- 


realistic in practice, 


The Committee may well have embarked on a course 
that will lead it in directions away fromharmony and ful] 
partisan support for its nominees in November,
